To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  laying-  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1906  on  the  health  of  the  District,  I  may  say  that, 
although  it  does  not  present  as  many  satisfactory  features  as 
the  preceding  year,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  year  1905 
was  in  many  respects  an  exceptionally  good  one.  Notwith¬ 
standing  many  adverse  conditions,  however,  I  believe  it  will 
compare  not  altogether  unfavourably  with  several  of  its 
immediate  predecessors,  and,  as  I  shall  have  to  point  out  at 
a  later  stage,  there  are  not  wanting'  evidences  of  substantial 
improvement  having  been  effected. 

The  Birth-Rate,  it  will  be  noted,  was  2  per  1000  below 
the  average  of  the  ten  years  1896-1905,  whilst  the  Death- 
Rate  was  about  1  per  1000  above  that  average. 

Into  the  causes  of  the  declining  birth-rate  it  is,  perhaps, 
unnecessary  for  me  here  to  enter,  though  it  is  certain  ours  is 
not  the  only  District  in  which  this  question  is  assuming 
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importance,  and  there  seems  little  doubt  it  may,  ere  long 
probably,  acquire  national  proportions.  The  various  death- 
rates  will  be  discussed  later  on  in  this  report. 

A  matter  on  which  the  District  may  well  be  congratulated 
is  the  diminution  of  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease. 
As  in  1905,  so  in  1906,  there  has  been  steady  improvement  in 
this  respect,  especially  as  regards  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diph¬ 
theria  (which,  prior  to  the  former  year,  usually  prevailed  very 
largely  year  by  year).  The  improvement  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  the  more  effective  supervision  exercised  by  the 
Sanitary  Staff,  and  the  precautions  taken  by  school  teachers, 
who  ably  and  systematically  second  their  efforts.  In  the 
opinion  of  many  very  competent  Sanitary  workers,  hospital 
isolation  is  not  always  the  most  effective  method  of  checking 
the  progress  of  these  diseases — for  reasons  which  need  not  be 
entered  into, — and  certainly  the  experience  we  have  had  in 
this  District  during-  the  last  2  or  3  years  very  largely  tends  to 
confirm  that  view. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  for  the  year  was 
849  (Males  429,  Females  420). 

The  nett  total  of  Deaths  registered,  as  belonging  to  the 
District,  was  535  (Males  271,  Females  264).

Comparative  Yearly  Tables  (1899-1905). 
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and  only  in  South  Ward  were  they  considerably  lower  ;  and  4th,  that  whilst  the 
Zymotic  pate  was  much  lower  in  South  Ward,  those  in  the  other  Wards,  and  more 
especially  West,  were  very  materially  higher. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious 
Disease  for  the  year  1906  was  164,  and  on  Table  III. 
(Appendix)  appears  a  full  classification  of  these.  Considering 
that  the  average  number  of  cases  during  the  7  years  1899- 
1905  was  no  less  than  375  per  year  I  think  it  will  be  agreed 
that  my  remarks  on  this  subject  at  the  beginning  of  my 
report  were  amply  justified. 

Scarlet  Fever  occurred  chiefly  in  South,  East  and  North 
Wards  and  furnished  a  total  of  78  cases. 

Diphtheria  occurred  chiefly  in  West  Ward,  East  Ward 
being  completely  free.  Total  cases  15. 

Enteric  Fever  occurred  chiefly  in  West  and  North 
Wards,  East  having  had  5  and  South  4.  Total  cases  32. 

By  far  the  most  important  (in  its  results)  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases,  though  not  one  of  the  Notifiable  class,  was  Measles, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  Table  IV.  (see 
Appendix)  that  during  the  year, — and  nearly  all  during  its 
last  two  months, — 27  deaths  occurred.  It  is  not  altogether 
easy  to  determine  the  exact  cause  of  these  periodical 
invasions  of  this  most  fatal  disease  of  childhood,  but  it  is  the 
fact  that  parents  and  those  responsible  for  the  care  of  children 
appear  to  be  under  the  impression— despite  repeated  warnings 
to  the  contrary — that  not  even  the  most  ordinary  steps  need 
be  taken  to  prevent  its  spread.  Instances  have  repeatedly 
come  under  my  own  personal  observation  in  the  course  of 
several  years’  connection  with  the  District  which  amply 
corroborate  this  statement.  I  need  hardly  say  that  I  have 
never  lost  an  opportunity,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  to 
combat  this  pernicious  belief,  for  it  has  been  repeatedly  urged 
on  the  public,  both  in  my  private  and  in  my  official  capacity, 
that  quite  as  much  precaution  is  necessary  in  this  disease  as 
in  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria.  Indeed,  considering  the  very 
high  mortality  from  Measles,  as  compared  with  the  other  two, 
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it  is  of  even  greater  importance  than  either.  During  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year,  the  disease  was  widely  prevalent,  and  the 
school  attendances  were,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  very 
seriously  affected.  Shortly  before  Christmas  a  three  weeks’ 
closing  of  the  more  seriously  affected  schools  was  resorted  to, 
but  the  result  was  not  as  satisfactory  as  mig'ht  have  been 
expected  ;  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  portion  of  the  District 
not  previously  much  affected  became  rather  severely  so  soon 
after  the  re-opening. 

I  thought  it  desirable  to  furnish  the  School  Attendance 
Officers  and  the  Officials  of  the  Sanitary  Department  with 
small  handbills,  to  be  left  at  every  house,  and  supplied  to  the 
Teachers  in  the  schools,  setting  forth  the  dangerous  nature  of 
Measles  and  its  fatal  seqnelce  (Pneumonia  and  other  forms  of 
Lung  Disease),  and  these,  I  trust,  may  command  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  parents  and  teachers,  so  that  eventually  a  better 
condition  of  things,  in  regard  to  a  lessening  of  those  dangers, 
may  be  brought  about. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  year  numbered 
48,  of  which  39  were  under  the  age  of  one  year.  Un¬ 
doubtedly  one  great  cause  of  this  somewhat  excessive 
mortality  was  the  exceptionally  high  temperature  experienced 
during  August  and  September.  The  incidence  of  the  disease 
was  principally  observable  in  North  and  West  Wards,  in  both 
of  which  the  comparative  density  of  the  areas  (as  regards 
population)  appears  to  supply  an  obvious  explanation  of  their 
heavier  mortality.  Another  subsidiary  cause  which  to  some 
extent  explains  the  unusually  heavy  rate  is  that,  in  such 
excessively  high  temperatures  as  that  of  August  and  Septem¬ 
ber  last,  milk,  which  is,  or  should  be,  the  staple  food  of  infants 
is  far  more  likely  at  such  times  to  become  contaminated 
through  long  standing  and  insufficient  care  in  being  kept 
clean  and  sweet. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  of  the  District  for  1906  reached 
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the  high  figure  of  igg’o$,  which  is  16  per  1000  births  higher 
than  the  decennial  average  1896-1905.  The  large  number  of 
Diarrhoea  cases,  the  deaths  from  Enteritis  (or  inflammatory 
disease  of  the  bowels),  the  “Tubercular”  diseases  (local  and 
general),  the  “Respiratory”  affections,  and  the  “Prema¬ 
turity”  cases  chiefly  account  for  the  increased  rate.  In  East 
and  West  Wards  (and  particularly  in  the  former)  the  excess 
over  the  7  previous  years’  average  was  very  marked,  whilst 
in  North  Ward  it  was  also  much  increased. 

During  the  year  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  made  a 
special  investigation  into  this  question,  and,  after  much  con¬ 
sultation,  deliberation  and  enquiry  by  that  Committee  and 
myself,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  to  the  Council  the 
appointment  of  a  lady  Health  Visitor,  “  whose  duties  herein- 
“  after  set  forth  in  detail  would  be,  mainly,  to  give  instruc- 
“  tion  in  infant  feeding  and  clothing,  and  other  matters 
“  connected  with  the  question  of  infant  mortality.  .  .  .” 

Special  reasons  given  for  the  adoption  of  this  course  in 
our  District,  which  I  laid  before  the  Committee,  were — 

“  I.  Because  in  many  parts  of  it  there  are  large 
“  numbers  of  mothers  who  are  in  a  condition  of  woeful 
“  ignorance  on  this  subject,  and  who,  it  is  believed, 
“  would  derive  very  great  benefit  from  such  instruction 
“  and  advice  thereon  as  could  be  imparted  by  a  tactful 
“  and  experienced  Visitor. 

“II.  Because  the  experiences  of  Bury  and  Roch- 
“  dale  and  places  similarly  situated,  and  in  like  condition 
“  to  our  own,  have  shown  very  conclusively  that  excellent 
“  results  have  accrued  by  adopting  the  course  advised. 
“  Notably  is  this  the  case  in  the  Borough  of  Salford, 
“  where  it  has  been  calculated  that  in  about  7  years  the 
“  rate  of  infant  mortality  was  reduced  in  one  part  of  the 
“  borough  from  208  to  something  like  150  per  1000 
“  births,  ” 


The  course  recommended  was  subsequently  adopted  by 
the  Council,  and  sanction  was  given  to  the  appointment. 
The  main  duties  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitor  were 
practically  settled  in  November  last,  and  I  am  anticipating 
that  early  in  the  present  year  (1907)  a  commencement  will  be 
made  in  what  is  expected  to  prove  a  most  beneficent  and 
necessary  work. 

I  should  like  here  to  remark  that  a  very  important  ques¬ 
tion  in  connection  with  the  discharge  of  such  a  Health 
Visitor’s  duties — and  this  was,  you  will  remember,  fully 
discussed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee — is  the  paramount 
necessity  of  obtaining  earlier  information  as  to  the  locale  of 
the  births  which  occur.  Owing  to  these  being  legally 
registerable  up  to  the  ag'e  of  six  weeks  there  is  necessarily  a 
great  amount  of  dela}7  before  the  whereabouts  of  a  birth  can 
be  officially  ascertained,  and  hence  much  valuable  instruction 
which  might  have  been  afforded  the  mother  at  the  earlier 
period  of  infant  life  is  lost.  Various  suggestions  have  been 
made  for  meeting  the  difficulty,  such  as  obtaining  casual 
information  from  medical  men,  midwives,  etc.,  but  it  is 
obvious  that  nothing  satisfactory  can  be  done  short  of  pro¬ 
vision  being  made  for  compulsory  notification  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority  within,  say,  24  hours  of  the  birth  occurring. 

A  reference  to  Table  V.  (see  Appendix)  shows  that  nearly 
one-fourth  of  the  total  Infant  deaths  occurred  before  the 
age  of  one  week,  which,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  affords  a 
complete  justification  for  my  suggestion. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — Much  anxious  consideration 
has  been  given  by  the  Council  during  the  past  and  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year  to  the  subject  of  the  rather  heavy  death-rate 
from  diseases  of  this  class,  and  from  a  report  presented  by  a 
Sub-Committee  appointed  specially  to  deal  with  the  question 
1  subjoin  the  following  extracts  : — 


“  In  February,  1905,  the  (Sanitary)  Committee 
“  having  considered  the  heavy  mortality  resulting  from 
“  .  .  Respirator}/’  Diseases  ...  a  Sub-Committee  was 
“  appointed  to  exhaustively  enquire  into  these  matters, 
“  and  report  thereon.  In  the  first  instance,  instructions 
“  were  given  that  on  deaths  being-  notified  the  Inspector 
“  should  obtain  details  of  the  previous  home-life  and 
“  surroundings  of  the  deceased,  and  a  record  of  same 
“  be  kept  for  one  year.  .  .  .  After  fully  considering  the 
“  special  information  supplied  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
“  Inspector  regarding-  each  case  during  1905  .  .  .  there 
“  does  not  appear  to  us  any  specific  insanitary  conditions 
“  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Council  to  which  the 
“  high  death-rate  from  these  diseases  could  in  any  sense 
“  be  attributed.  .  .  .  After  due  consideration,  we  are 
“  of  opinion  that  greater  care  is  necessary  on  the  part  of 
“  mothers  in  looking  after  their  children  in  the  matters 

“  of  warmth,  cleanliness,  and  proper  feeding.  We 

“  also  consider  that  greater  precautions  should  be  taken 
“  by  adults  with  respect  to  sudden  changes  of  tempera- 
“  ture,  and  crowded  and  heated  rooms  where  the  air  is 
“  vitiated.  Nourishing-  food  and  the  avoidance  of 
“  alcoholic  and  other  excesses  are  also  important  factors 
“  .  .  .  .  Respecting  alcohol,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
“  H  ealth  for  Manchester  expresses  the  following  opinion 
“  bearing  on  this  point  :  ‘  The  mortality  from  Respira- 

“  ‘  tory  Diseases,  especially  Pneumonia,  is  very  excessive 
“  ‘  in  Manchester.  In  whatever  way  Pneumonia  is 
“  ‘  originated  alcoholism  has  a  very  powerful  effect 
“  ‘in  raising  the  mortality  ;  probably  also  in  predis- 
“  ‘  posing  to  the  disease.’  ” 

The  report  concludes  as  follows  : — 

“We  recommend  the  Council  to  continue  its  efforts 
“  in  obtaining  sanitary  improvements  in  the  dwellings 
“  and  their  surroundings,  more  particularly,  perhaps,  as 


“  regards  the  following  : — The  prevention  as  far  as 
“  possible,  of  the  evil  effects  of  dust  .  .  .  both  from  the 
“  main  roads  and  b)^e-streets.  The  amount  of  traffic, 
“  yearly  increasing,  (especially  with  regard  to  trams  and 
“  motor  cars),  makes  this  matter  difficult  ;  nevertheless, 
“  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  to  be  dealt  with. 

“  The  substitution  of  water-closets  for  privies,  and 
“  the  provision  of  ash-bins  in  lieu  of  ashpits,  thereby 
“  preventing  the  accumulation  of  waste  refuse  adjoining 
“  the  dwellings. 

“  Enforcement  of  the  smoke  abatement  Acts  at  all 
“  times  is  a  most  important  point  in  this  particular  class 
“  of  disease.” 

The  Respiratory  death-rate  for  the  8  years  1899-1906 
showed  an  average  as  under — 

North  4*8,  South  3 "5 ,  East  3’5,  West  5*5  per 
1000  of  the  population. 

After  much  discussion  and  consideration,  the  Voluntary 
Notification  of  Phthisis  was,  on  my  suggestion,  adopted  by 
the  Council  during*  the  latter  part  of  1906.  Since  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  such  notification  (in  August)  19  cases  have 
been  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Staff.  As  yet  it  is  too  early  to 
pronounce  an  opinion  as  to  the  usefulness  of  this  course,  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  always  extremely  difficult  to  obtain 
sufficiently  early  information  of  the  presence  of  the  disease 
to  enable  active  steps  to  be  taken  for  checking  its  progress  in 
the  individual  or  the  community.  Again,  in  the  very  earlier 
stages  of  the  disease,  not  only  the  medical  attendants  but  the 
patient  and  his  friends,  are  extremely  loth  to  publicly  declare 
the  nature  thereof  (which  notification  would  necessarily 
involve)  for  obvious  reasons  connected  with  their  daily  life  and 
occupation,  which  might  be  very  seriously  affected  by  a 
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disclosure  of  their  condition.  The  situation,  therefore,  is 
attended  with  some  difficulties.  When,  however,  a  person  is 
ascertained  to  be  suffering*  from  this  disease  steps  can,  at 
least,  be  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Officials — and  this,  I  take  it 
is  of  very  great  importance — to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  its 
spread  to  others,  and  to  place  the  person  affected  under  such 
conditions  as  may  best  contribute  to  his  recovery.  Towards 
the  attainment  of  such  object,  notification  of  the  cases  must 
of  necessity  prove  of  some  value,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
ought  to  continue  in  force  until  we  have  at  least  had  some 
further  experience  as  to  its  usefulness  or  otherwise.  In  deal¬ 
ing  with  these  cases,  the  method  adopted  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff  is  to  supply  the  affected  persons  with 
receptacles  for  receiving  the  sputum  and  the  provision  of 
antiseptic  handkerchiefs,  together  with  a  free  use  of  disinfec¬ 
tants.  Printed  papers  containing  information  as  to  the 
personal  care  of  health,  set  forth  in  a  concise  and  readable 
form,  are  also  distributed,  and  every  effort  made  to  control, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  spread  of  the  disease.  On  the  death 
or  removal  of  a  patient  the  rooms  are  disinfected,  and 
arrangements  made,  wherever  possible,  for  disinfecting  the 
house  throughout.  By  these  means  it  is  anticipated  that  we 
may,  at  any  rate,  do  something  to  mitigate  the  spread  of  this 
disease. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  District  have  been 
systematically  visited,  and  are  in  number  about  the  same  as 
before,  although  changes  have  occurred  in  the  occupancy. 
In  one  instance  it  was  suggested  that  a  new  dairy  should  be 
provided  to  replace  the  older  one,  and  this  suggestion  was 
acted  upon.  It  should,  in  this  connection,  be  here  stated 
that  in  the  matter  of  the  supply  of  pure  milk  the  County 
Authorities  now  undertake  its  direct  supervision,  and  carry 
out  the  duty  of  securing  samples,  where  thought  desirable, 
for  analysis.  I  am  informed  that  several  samples  have  been 
taken  by  the  Police  Authorities,  and  in  all  cases  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


The  Slaughter-Houses  have  been  kept  well  under 
observation  during  the  year.  Speaking  generally,  the  struc¬ 
tural  conditions  and  surrounding  sanitary  circumstances  were 
good,  and  the  removal  of  offal,  etc.  (which  is  done  twice 
weekly  by  the  Council’s  own  workmen),  is  carried  out  in  a 
manner  which  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  connection  with  this  point,  I  would  suggest  to  the 
Council  the  desirability  of  an  early  consideration  of  the 
question  as  to  the  provision  of  a  Public  Abattoir.  In  view 
of  the  difficulties  liable  to  be  experienced  in  the  prompt  and 
effective  discovery  of  unsound  meat,  I  think  it  will  be 
generally  agreed  that  the  provision  of  a  public  slaughter¬ 
house  for  a  large  and  growing  District  such  as  ours  is  a 
question  well  worth  considering,  and  I  would  commend  it  to 
your  notice.  The  necessarily  superior  conditions  under  which 
meat  would  be  prepared,  and  the  corresponding  benefits  likely 
to  accrue  to  the  public  would,  I  feel  sure,  be  very  great, 
whilst  it  would  render  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  meat 
supply  far  less  difficult. 

Amongst  other  sanitary  improvements  effected  during 
1906  it  may  be  stated  that— 

195  House  drains  have  been  re-laid  and  re-arranged. 

54  Down-spouts  disconnected  from  drains  and  proper 
ventilating  shafts  provided. 

126  Water-closets  have  been  substituted  for  privies,  and 
85  Ash-bins  provided  for  dry  refuse  (this,  necessarily, 
involving  a  weekly  removal  thereof). 

In  the  past  four  years,  702  water-closets  have  been  sub¬ 
stituted  for  privies,  and  the  cleanly  condition  in  which  the 
majority  of  these  are  kept  reflects  much  credit  on  the  active 
efforts  of  the  Council  to  arrange  for  regular  and  adequate 
inspection.  I  confidently  advise  the  Council  to  continue  this 
gradual  conversion  of  the  old-fashioned  and  insanitary  privy- 
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middens  to  water-closets,  for  we  have  ample  evidence  in  the 
improved  condition  of  certain  portions  of  the  District  (in 
some  of  its  poorer  and  more  congested  parts)  that  the  latter 
is  far  superior  from  every  point  of  view. 

It  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  provision  of 
a  Refuse-Destructor  has  at  length  been  brought  within 
measurable  distance  by  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
go  fully  into  the  matter.  It  will  be  remembered  that  I  have 
frequently  urged  this  point  on  the  attention  of  the  Council, 
as  furnishing  the  best  means  of  dealing  with  the  refuse  of  a 
large  District,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  new  Council  to 
be  elected  in  March  next,  under  the  re-distribution  of  Wards’ 
scheme,  will  push  the  question  forward. 

I  have  during  1906  made  periodical  inspections,  both 
individually  and  at  the  request  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
his  staff,  wherever  and  whenever  it  has  been  thought  desir¬ 
able  or  necessary,  and  have  in  my  Monthly  Reports  to  your 
Council  pointed  out  to  you  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  such 
parts  as  have  seemed  to  me  to  require  special  attention.  I 
can  confidently  say  that  many  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  and  many  sanitary  defects  remedied  as  a  result  of 
such  reports,  and  that  the  Council  has  always  evinced  a 
desire  to  carry  out  whatever  suggestions  I  have  thought  it 
advisable  to  make  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  health. 

1  may,  once  again,  refer  to  a  still  further  improved 
condition  of  entries,  back-yards  and  back-passages  (especially 
the  latter)  which  are  better  paved,  and  therefore  drier,  than 
has  been  the  case  for  several  years  past.  The  condition  of 
these  was,  not  so  very  many  years  ago,  a  reproach  to  the 
District  ;  at  the  present  time,  through  the  energetic  work  of 
Surveyor’s  Department — over  a  considerable  area  of  the 
District,  at  least, — they  practically  leave  nothing  to  be 
desired. 
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Attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  Housing 
question,  more  especially  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  the 
dwellings  and  enquiries  in  respect  to  their  sanitary  condition 
—lime-washing,  ventilation,  drainage,  overcrowding,  removal 
of  refuse,  etc.  As  I  before  stated,  the  substitution  of  water- 
closets  for  privies  of  the  old  type  has  had  a  very  good  effect 
in  many  parts  of  the  District  where  some  of  the  older  tene¬ 
ments  are  situated  (such,  for  example,  as  in  parts  of  East, 
West  and  North  Wards)  in  keeping  down  Infectious  Disease, 
and  in  many  cases  reducing  the  incidence  of  other  diseases. 
I  may  state  here  that  the  number  of  new  houses  built  and 
inhabited  in  1906  was  in  North  Ward  28,  South  6,  East  2. 
Total  36. 

In  regard  to  the  Schools,  I  may  say  that  owing  to  the 
outbreak  of  Measles,  before  alluded  to,  I  have  made,  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year  especially,  several  visits  of 
inspection  ;  and  whilst  everything  has  been  done  by  the 
teachers  at  the  various  schools  which  the  Sanitary  Officials, 
or  their  own  experience,  may  have  sug'gested  to  keep  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  well  under  control,  it  cannot  but  be  admitted 
that  in  many  cases  there  is  much  overcrowding,  and  hence 
they  have  been  greatly  handicapped  in  their  endeavours. 
With  the  remarks  of  H.M.  Inspector  in  regard  to  this  point 
before  the  Council,  1  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  into  the 
matter  at  further  length,  but  content  myself  with  re-stating 
the  following  remarks  in  my  1905  Report  : — 

“  The  means  adopted  by  the  Sanitary  Staff . 

“  are  the  only  ones  which,  under  existing  conditions,  can 
“  taken.  They  consist  in  spraying  walls,  ceilings  and 
“  furniture  of  all  the  Public  Schools  during-  the  holidays 
“  with  a  disinfectant,  fumigating  the  rooms  with  sulphur, 
“  and  also  on  certain  occasions  and  at  convenient  inter- 
“  vals  in  spraying  the  clothing  of  the  children  with  a 
“  suitable  disinfecting  medium.  By  the  regular  adoption 


“  of  these  means  much  good  has  been  effected,  and  it 
“  appears  certain  that  had  such  measures  not  been  taken 
“  a  much  larger  number  of  cases  would  have  been 
“  reported,  with  a  correspondingly  greater  injury  to  the 
“  financial  position  of  the  various  schools.” 

One  very  satisfactory  feature  in  connection  with  the 
sanitary  work  of  the  District  for  1906  is  the  excellent  effort 
put  forth  by  the  Baths  Committee  to  provide  for  the  necessi¬ 
ties,  in  regard  to  g'eneral  cleanliness,  etc.,  not  only  of  the 
adult  population,  but  (what  is,  perhaps,  of  even  greater 
importance)  of  children.  The  Baths  Superintendent  has 
kindly  furnished  me  with  the  following  particulars  relating*  to 
this  subject  which,  I  believe,  the  Council  will  be  glad  to  have 
conveyed  to  the  public  through  the  medium  of  my  Annual 
Report  : —

The  enormous  increase  in 

the  number 

of  young  persons 

making  use  of  the  advantages  offered  in  these  conveniences 
is  a  striking  testimony  to  their  great  usefulness,  and  the 
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Committee  may,  I  think,  well  be  satisfied  with  the  endeavours 
they  are  making'  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  efficiency. 

In  an  “  Educational  ”  sense,  it  mav  truly  be  said  that 
the  value  of  the  Baths  can  scarcely  be  over  estimated.  One 
might  remark  in  this  connection,  perhaps,  that  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  girls  do  not  appear  to  take  the  same  advantage 
of  the  several  facilities  afforded  as  do  the  boys.  Though 
this  might  perhaps  naturally  be  expected — owing  to  a  variety 
of  circumstances,  —  yet  it  would  be  well  if  parents,  teachers 
and  others  were  impressed  with  the  idea  that  such  very 
marked  a  disproportion  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  exist. 


In  closing  my  Report,  I  think  that  I  may  fairly  say  that, 
in  spite  of  certain  unfavourable  conditions  which  have  arisen 
during  the  past  year  to  increase  the  general  death-rate  and 
the  infantile  mortality-rate — notably  from  such  diseases  as 
Measles,  Diarrhoea  and  various  affections  of  the  lungs, — 
much  useful  work  has  been  accomplished,  and  I  again 
emphasise  more  especially  the  great  decline  in  the  aggregate 
amount  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  of  the  kind  formerly 
so  frequent  in  our  midst  as  well  as  the  generally-improved 
state  of  the  dwellings.  This  has  undoubtedly  been  brought 
about  by  closer  supervision  and  more  persistent  and  careful 
watching  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Officials,  aided  by  the 
full  and  complete  support  of  the  Council  and  its  Sanitary 
Committee,  in  every  step  deemed  necessary  to  be  taken  by 
them  to  effect  such  conditions. 


I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  its 
various  Committees,  and  to  the  Officials  connected  therewith, 
for  much  valuable  assistance  given  me  in  the  discharge  of 
my  public  duties  during'  the  past  year,  and  trust  the  new 
Council,  to  be  formed  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year 
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(when  the  District  will  comprised  six  Wards  instead  of  four^ 
as  heretofore),  may  receive  from  me  at  the  close  of  1907  a 
record  of  still  greater  progress  in  all  matters  appertaining-  to 
the  public  health.

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Report  re  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  of 

Swinton  and  Pendlebury  Urban  District. 

Gentlemen, 

By  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  I  beg  to  state 
that  during  the  past  year  attention  has  been  given  by  the 
Sanitary  Officials  and  myself  to  its  requirements  in  the  matter 
of  ventilation,  cleanliness,  over-crowding,  the  proper  drainage 
of  floors  and  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  various  factories 
and  workshops  in  the  District.  I  have  personally  and  perio¬ 
dically  visited  and  inspected  several  of  these  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  and,  so  far  as  my  observations  as  to  their  general 
condition  have  enabled  me  to  form  an  opinion,  I  may  say  that 
with  only  one  or  two  slight  exceptions  the  work  carried  on  in 
the  several  places  inspected  has  been  conducted  in  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  manner  in  respect  of  the  points  indicated  above.  The 
fact  that  no  prosecutions  were  deemed  necessary  in  any  case 
will,  I  think,  afford  ample  testimony  to  the  careful  way  in 
which  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  observed  by  those 
engaged  in  carrying  on  the  several  businesses  named. 

The  prescribed  Home  Office  Table,  relating  to  the  details 
of  the  work  carried  on,  is  herewith  appended,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  employment  in  this  District.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  summary,  much  useful 
work  has  again  been  done  in  securing  the  abatement  of 
nuisances,  and  in  removing  insanitary  conditions,  which  may 
be  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  other  later  and  Amendment  Acts,  and  the  Council’s 
Bve-Laws,

The  nature  of  defects  found  and  reported  on  each  month 
are  evidences  of  the  necessity  for  the  continued  examining 
and  testing*  of  drains  and  sanitary  fittings. 

The  applied  tests  have  disclosed  246  defects,  which  might 
otherwise  have  continued  to  be  a  source  of  danger  to  health 
to  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  existing  premises,  198  tests 
have  been  applied  to  drains  in  construction  at  new  buildings. 

Wherever  alterations  to  the  drains  are  made  under  our 
supervision,  note  is  made  of  same  and  the  new  arrangement 
is  marked  out  on  the  Ordnance  map  which  is  kept  in  the 
Sanitarv  Office.  This  will  be  of  good  service  in  the  future. 


Water  Carriage  System. 


Seeing  that  during  the  past  four  years,  702  water-closets 
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have  been  substituted  for  privies,  and  the  majority  having- 
been  done  at  the  instigation  of  the  Council  amongst  cottage 
property,  I  have  endeavoured  to  assist  the  owners  by  keeping 
the  said  water-closets  under  regular  inspection,  thereby  making 
the  tenants  realise  their  responsibility  and  take  reasonable 
care  of  same.  To  effect  this  5131  inspections  have  been  made 
during  the  twelve  months. 

The  tenants  in  most  cases  realise  the  advantages  derived 
from  the  improved  system,  and  man}-  others  desire  its 
extension. 


Emptying  of  Gullies. 


1905.  1906.

This  work  of  emptying  gullies  in  the  yards  and  cellars 
of  dwelling-houses,  etc.,  together  with  the  gullies  in  private 
streets  and  back  passages,  which  are  now  attended  to 
systematically,  is  undoubtedly  of  good  effect.  It  is  the  means 
in  a  many  instances  of  bringing  to  the  Council’s  notice  cases 
of  neglect  by  tenants,  and  the  matters  being  dealt  with  before 
any  serious  developments  have  taken  place. 

Smoke  Observations. 

One  hundred  and  three  observations  have  been  taken 
during  1906  of  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of  the 
manufactories  within  the  District. 

During  the  time  the  foregoing  observations  were  taken, 
the  five  minutes’  limit  of  black  smoke  was  exceeded  only  in 
one  instance — bv  a  colliery  firm  outside  the  Dictrict. 


A  communication  was  sent  from  the  Council  to  the 
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adjoining-  Authority,  and  also  to  the  offenders,  drawing-  their 
attention  to  the  nuisance  and  to  an  excessive  “  moderate 
amount  ”  being-  emitted. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Register  shows 
the  number  of  cow-keepers  to  be  7  in  Pendlebury  and  11  in 
Swinton.  Keepers  of  dairies,  4  in  Pendlebury  and  8  in 
Swinton.  There  are  also  7  other  non-residents  supplying 
milk  in  the  District,  making-  a  total  of  37  purveyors  of  milk. 

At  Broomhall  Farm,  the  Agent’s  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  inadequate  provision  existing-  for  the  safe  keeping-  of  milk. 
Since  which  time  a  new  dairy  has  been  constructed  in  an  old 
portion  of  the  building's. 

Slaughter-houses. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  in  order  to  ensure  the 
necessary  cleansing  and  lime-washing  being  attended  to.  Two 
hundred  and  seventy-three  visits  have  been  paid. 

In  17  instances  verbal  and  letter-notices  have  been  given 
or  sent  to  the  occupiers  to  obtain  compliance  with  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  requirements,  chiefly  in  regard  to  the  storage  and 
removal  of  refuse,  etc.,  arising  on  the  premises,  and  the 
keeping  of  pigs  too  long  in  the  vicinity  of  the  slaughter¬ 
houses. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  has  been  continued  improvement  in  the  attention 
paid  by  the  occupiers  of  these  to  cleanliness  and  lime¬ 
washing. 

The  verbal  notices  given  them  during  the  year,  tog-ether 
with  frequent  inspections,  have  rendered  unnecessary  the 
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serving-  of  many  legal  notices.  Suggestions  and  reminders 
of  what  was  necessary  have  invariably  been  acted  upon.

Of  the  32  cases  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  6  occurred 
at  houses  with  water-closets,  and  26  had  privy  accommoda¬ 
tion.  All  have  been  sing-le  cases,  without  any  re-curring  ones 
in  the  same  house. 

The  Chart  at  end  of  report  indicates  the  increase  and 
decrease  week  by  week  throughout  the  year  of  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  Also  a  comparison  with  the  total  of 

T9°5- 

During'  the  year  125  cases  of  Infections  Diseases,  dealt 
with  in  this  department,  have  occurred  at  119  houses. 

Immediately  the  cases  are  notified  the  houses  are  visited, 
printed  cautionary  instructions  are  tacked  on  the  walls  of  the 
houses,  generally  in  the  living  kitchen. 

Additional  inspections  have  been  made — as  often  as  twice 
and  thrice  weekly  in  some  cases — in  order  to  keep  those  in 
charge  of  the  cases  up  to  the  requisite  standard  of  carefulness 
as  regards  isolation  and  preventing*  indiscriminate  visiting. 

Notice  of  the  infected  houses  are  sent  to  the  purveyors 
of  milk  advising  them  to  empty  the  milk  into  a  vessel  at  the 
door,  and  not  to  allow  the  cans  to  be  handled  by  the  house¬ 
holders. 

Where  the  cases  of  enteric  are  nursed  at  their  own  homes 
sealed  receptacles  are  provided  for  the  depositing  therein  of 
all  waste  matter  from  the  patients  ;  they  are  emptied  twice 
weekly  of  their  contents  and  thoroughly  disinfected. 


In  addition  to  the  above  precautions  taken,  carbolic  soap, 


chinosol  disinfecting-  solution  and  sanitary  chloride  of  lime  are 
supplied  to  those  in  charge  of  all  infectious  cases. 

Where  infectious  patients  are  nursed  at  their  own  homes 
a  certificate  is  issued,  to  be  signed  by  the  Medical  Attendant, 
stating  that  the  patient  is  free  from  infection,  previous  to  the 
rooms,  etc.,  at  the  houses  being  disinfected,  or  the  patients 
and  members  of  the  same  family  being*  allowed  to  attend 
school  again.  This  has  necessitated  the  issuing  of  119 
certificates  during*  the  year. 

After  having  inspected  at  an  infected  house,  and  ascer¬ 
tained  answers  to  the  usual  inquiries,  notices  are  sent  to  the 
schools  where  the  families  attend  of  the  patient’s  illness.  By 
this  means  the  Teachers  of  the  classes  affected  may  at  once 
keep  a  sharp  out-look  on  the  other  members  of  his  or  her 
class  in  order  to  detect  if  any  other  child  shows  symptoms, 
or  appears  to  be  suffering*  from  a  mild  and  previously  un¬ 
noticed  attack. 


School  Cases. 

Continuously  throughout  this  year  (excepting  during 
August  and  September)  there  has  been  notified  to  me  a  num¬ 
ber  of  absentees  from  schools  suffering*  from  such  minor 
Infectious  Diseases  as  the  following,  viz.  :  —  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Ringworm,  Mumps,  Eczema  and  Oph¬ 
thalmia. 

During  the  latter  three  months,  the  number  absent 
through  Measles  assumed  serious  proportions,  necessitating 
an  extraordinary  number  of  visits  to  the  houses  affected  and 
eventually  the  closing  of  several  of  the  infant  schools. 

The  whole  of  the  Public  Schools  have  been  fumigated  3 
times,  and  the  walls,  furniture  and  floors  sprayed  with  a  dis¬ 
infecting  solution. 
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Sanitary  chloride  of  lime,  chinosol  disinfecting-  solution, 
and  Diarrhoea  mixture  are  kept  at  both  Pendlebury  Town 
Hall  and  Swinton  Council  Offices  for  the  convenience  of  the 
residents,  for  free  distribution,  upon  application  being  made. 


Phthisis  and  Respiratory  Diseases. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  report  was  presented 
containing  the  information  1  had  obtained  respecting  deaths 
from  the  above  diseases  during-  the  previous  twelve  months. 
Since  which  time  Notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  arranged 
tor,  and  carried  out  during  the  last  five  months.  Details  of 
these  cases  are  now  obtained  and  records  kept.  The  patients 
or  those  in  charge  of  the  patients  are  supplied  with  sputum 
receptacles,  antiseptic  handkerchiefs,  and  disinfectants.  On 
the  death  or  removal  of  patients  the  rooms  previously 
occupied  by  them  are  disinfected,  and,  where  the  house-holder 
will  allow,  the  house  is  disinfected  throughout. 

In  connection  with  this  and  other  Infectious  Diseases,  1 
have  repeatedly  had  occasion  to  point  out  to  Owners,  Agents 
and  Decorators  the  bad  practice  of  re-papering  house-walls 
without  first  having  the  walls  stripped  of  the  papers  already 
on.  When  the  Council  have  had  occasion  to  strip,  as  many 
as  3,  4  and  5  folds  of  paper  have  been  found  thereon,  and  this 
accumulation  of  dust,  etc.,  for  years  cannot  but  be  a  source 
of  danger  at  times.
